Tho motorscooter was regioterod with the Linz Federal Police on 4 April 
I953 and assigned the licence number L. 22. 244-. Idler has ostensibly severed his 
connections with the Social Revolutionary Workers 1 Federation of Austria (an 
ultra -right organization cocroosod of convinced Nazis) for opportunistic reaBouo 
and is currently wooing tho Socialist Party through which ho hopes to obtain a 
suitable apartment for hie family. Oder’s family resides at St. Panic raz, Upper

Agents' Kotos; Although Informant 5°10 combed the records of police agencies 
to which ho has accoaa, he was unable to find any information concerning 
SUBJECT Institute. 

On 6. April 1953, Alois Eder requested an interview with a representative 
of this Sub-Detachment during tho course of which the following information was 
obtained: 

Bier stated that he had used his former position as a traveling salesman 
for the Ferdinand Huber Wholesale Candy Firm, Weingartenhofetranao 20, Linz, as 
a cover to canvaoe tho Soviet Zone of Austria and to obtain military intelli- 
gence information for the German Intelligence Agency "Amt fuor Verfassungs- 
6 chutz" (Office for the Protection of tho Constitution). During this phase of 
Eder's intelligence activity he had employed as a Source Dr. Gerhard Lehner, 
Vienna XII, Ruckorgasae 71 , a 26-year-old newspaper man who was currently unem- 
ployed. On 1 April 1953 Eder had posted a letter to Lehner. in which he stated 
that Dr. Wilhelm Hoattl had been arrested by the Americans and in which he 
requested that Lehner attempt to aacortain how closely Iloettl had been' associated 
with Kurt ranger and Otto Verber, who had recently been’ arrested for trans- 
mitting intelligence information to the Soviets. Eder expressed his fear that 
the letter may have been intercepted by ’the Soviets. Eder further stated that 
since he had been warned by his control agent in Munich not to visit the Soviet 
Zone egai-n, ho suspected that Hoettl may have compromised come of his (Eder's) 
sources to the Soviets. (F- 6 ) 



Agente' Notes: The general tenor of Eder’s renarks indicated that he i9 fully 

aware that his control agent, the representative of the Ant fuer Verfassungs- ' 
schutz, is actually' a cutout for a U.S, intelligence agency. The possibility le 
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posed that Eder requested the interview with thio Sub-Detachment because ho 
believed that hie aoeociation vitli Hoottl might ho used as the buois for hio 
own arreot and that he exploited this opportunity to clear his own record by 
informing a U.S. intelligence agency concern!;*; hie suspicion regarding 
Hoettl’s poBoihle Soviet tioa.
